PETROGRAD, March 10, (Dispatch to 
The London Daily Chronicle.)—On_ the 
Black Sea coast the Russian fleet keeps 
up a steady fire on scattered detach+ 
ments. of Turkish troops, and, cruising 
along the coast. shelis Turkish trans- 
port trains and checks every effort to 
bring up supplies to the hard-pressed 
Third Ottoman Army. 

That the Turks are in desperate straits 
is shown by the fact that in spite of 
the presence of Russian ‘warships they 
persist in trying to. transport supp#ies 
along the open coast road. The Rus- 
giah ships shell bridges that span the 
rivers, now swollen to torrents because 
of the melting snows, and so make the 
final coastal road impassable for the 
Tur The want of bridges, however, 
ad66s not impede the progress of the 
Russians, who-have the fleet on their 
flank.

The most severe stress of yestérday’s 
fighting fell from three sides upon the 
Douaumont and Vaux positions, 

Between these two villages and the 
two old forts, named after them, there 
runs down into the plain a high road 
and a> narrow-gauge railway. The val- 
‘tey, which carries these, is the Ger- 
mans’ chief objective on the eastern 
side of the Meuse because it turns 
Douaumont plateau and its capture 
would drive the defense back upon 
lower hills to the west. It is # desperate 
enterprise, but the prize would be a 
great one. 

There are several signs that the Ger- 
mans expected by the colossal effort yes- 
terday to obtain a decision. A French 
staff officer calculates that in two hours 
of artillery preparation the front of two 
miles between Douaumont and Vaux re- 
ceived more than 80,000 shells of all 
calibres from at least 400 German can- 
non. 

It needed all the superiority of the 
French positions to withstand this blast 
of hell fire. At least an army corps was 
launched in the attack of Wednesday 
night and new forces. were brought te 
yesterday morning. Seven Pruss' 
regiments were counted on the hile 
below Fort de Vaux alone. These last 
were simply massacred, their close 
ranks being awe rid by the con- 
centrated rapid fire of 3-inch and ma- 
chine guns.

BRYCE HOLDS PEACE IDEALS 


Says Hietory Will Show That War 
impedes Human Progress. 


Special Cable to THE New YORK TIMEs. 

LONDON, March 10.—Lord Bryce to- 
night delivered a lecture at Birmingham 
University on the subject of ‘* Progress 
in Peace and War.’’. 

The lecturer said there had been. two 
schools of philosophical thinkers and 
histerians, one school believing that 
progress was chiefly achieved in and 
through peace, the other holding that 
the socal order must always be main- 
tained chiefly by force, and that right 
itself was created only by force. Down 
to recent times the school which’ be- 
lievedinthe possibility of a world which 
at last would become pacific. had' seemed 
to hold the field almost unchallenged 
in the realm of thought. Latterly, how- 
ever, the other school had sprung into 
conspicuous activity,-particularly in Ger- 
many. 


Lord Bryce examined the two lines of 
argument from which the doctrine which 
saw in war a constant means of human 
rogress was derived, the one drawn 
from the reaim of animated nature—the 
survival of the fittest—the other from 
history. He summed up his conclusions 
as follows: 

**On a review of the whole matter, 
war will not be found to have quick- 
ened, but to have greatly retard the 
upw: march of man.

Val O’Farrell, 
head of. the agency, admitted last night 
that he had been getting evidence in the 
case, but refused to acknowledge that 
the three were his agents. ‘‘I want to 
see them first,’” he said. 


Hint at Governor's Interest,

Gentlémen: It is indeed with regret that 
I am forced to differ with that part of the 
report of the committee of engineers 
which deals with ventilating gratings oe 
the subway. Just about a year ago, 
President of the Borough of Manhattan, “7 
appeared at a public hearing before your 
commission and officially voiced a protest 
against the continued use and extension of 
these subway gratings. I remember, also, 
that the way Association, and other 
civic bodies, appeared in protest at this 
hearing. 

In a Titer to you, dated March 22, 1915, 
I called atfention to three objections, 
which, added to the egress of heated, odor- 
iferous air from these gratings, seemed to 
me to present conclusive objections to this 
method. 

The first objection Was that they were a 
distinct. detriment to traffic, our statistics 
showing that présence of the _ gratin 
caused congestion on the remainder of the 
sidewalk. 

The second objection was that in frosty 
weather the gratings are very ys att and 
dangerous; and the third, that changes in 
the width of roadway cannot readily be 
made except at large expense after these 
gratings have been constructed. 

May I ask that, before you act upon the 
report of the engineers on this subject, you 
again give very careful cons deration 
to some less dangerous, less obstructive, 
and less objectionable method of ventilat- 
ing the subways than by these sidewalk

Astor, a.resolution was adopt- 
ed to Submit the proposition of affiliat- 
ing with. the American Federation of 
Labor at the annual meeting of the as- 
sociation, to be held the third Monday 
in May, Between 80 and 900 actors and 
actresses attended the meeting, which 
was restricted to members: and friends |: 
in the profession. The resolution was 
adopted by a practically unanimous 
vote. One man voted against it, *but it 
was explained later that he was rather 
deaf, and did not understand the motion. 

During the day. similar meetings were 
held in Boston, Philadelphia, Chi¢ago, 
and Los Angeles and while the national 
offices .of the :association had heard 
only from Boston last night the result 
of the vote in the other cities cannot 
affect the result since the total at- 
tendance oufside of New York was only 
a fraction of the local attendance. A 
telegram from Boston stated the meet- 


ing there was attended by sixty-five 
players, and that it was st en- 
thusiastic. 

The action taken yesterday indicates 
that at the meeting in*May the ‘pot el 
tion will affiliate with the A. F. of L 
and that thereafter actors‘belonging to 
the organization will carry union cards 
just as printers, painters, bricklayers, 
and members of practically all of the 
trades. While the actors state that the 
movement is only for the purpose of ob- 
taining -equitable contracts from the 
managers and their enforcements, if a 
situation should arise and the organiza- 
tion, were strong enough it could call 
a strike of actors. 

Francis Wilson, President of the as- 
sociation, opened. the meeting with an 
outline of the propostion to be voted on.

“Hitherto actors have retused to or- 
ganize for their own protection,” said 
Mr. Wilson, ‘* giving as an excuse that 
theirs was an artistic profession, and 
that it was beneath the dignity. of an 
artist even in his own protection to 
employ the methods. of the mechanic. 
That was all very well at a time when 
few classes of peor. were organizing 
and there was but little need for pro- 
tection as a profession, but at this par- 
ticular time and period, when all 
classes, that is, artists and artisans and 
professors, are organizing for protec- 
tion, even the actor has at last, thank 
God! his protective association: So that 
thera is no need to hide our dignity, our 
artistic dignity, which has given way 
to necessity 

After wteting that the association had 
secured the. return of thousands of 
dollars due its members, Mr. Wilson 
continued: 

‘**Our-members, having suffered for 
years under various injustices, or from 
various injustices, felt, of course, that 
eur demands were equitable, and the. 
managers felt that they were equitable, 
They hot. only felt that they, were 
equitable but Knew they were. But 
they also said, equitable as they may 
be, let us see you come on and get 
them. They even dared us, they have 
even dared us to come and get them, 
and up to the present time we have 
been afraid to take the dare. 

** Are we any less important as a pro- 
fession, as a people, than the stage me- 
chanics? They took the dare, and they 
have now equitable contracts. Are we 
any less important than the musicians? 
Are we not more artistic? Are we not 

re temperamental? Are we not more 
h¥sterical than musicians? Yet these 
temperamental and hysterical musicians, 
from the snare drummer up to Paderew- 
ski, took the dare and they now have 
equitable contracts. 

‘I am not discouraged. I have great 
confidence in the fact that. the actor 
will not stand forever under the insult. 
ing declaration of the manager of being 
the chief business boob of the universe, 
blind to his own interests and to his 
own dignity. We must move in this 
matter.. Listening to the voice of cau- 
tion, we have delayed, and delayed, and 
delayed untii nothing has been accom- 
plished toward our equitable demands. 

‘* Nothing has been heard but the voice 
of the manager, who said, ‘I told you 
so.’ Now, what do you expect of these 
managers? That they will give you 
what you ask, niga ag the asking, on 
a silver latter? _ not know 
and have you not ica “told often enough 
that they are business men, pure and 
simple; that they will not yiel a single 
point unless they are obliged to? 

‘But, God bless your souls! I know 
what you are going to do. ‘You are 
oing at last to be men and women, and 
ay this year 10916, by loyal, legal co-op- 
eration, you are going to break this 
chain of professional business injustice 
under which you and our profession 
have suffered for a quarter of a cent- 


Mr. Niblo answered an objection to 
affiliating with the federation he had 
often heard. Should artists affiliate 
themselves with hodcarriers and brick- 
layers was a question often asked him 
by, his ‘professional: friends. 

* Why do they pick out these poor, In- 
offensive hodcarriers and bricklayers as 
a terrible example?’’ Mr. Niblo asked. 
‘There are hundreds: of others; there 
are plumbers. and shoemakers. Why 
should we not become, affiliated with 
them? We, an association, are stand- 
ing for the same standards of justice 
and equity that the hodcarriers stand 
for and the shoemakers stand for. But 
that is no reason. why. we should invite 
ms to the house tO tea every time we 

ppen to’ meet them, I never saw a 
ToRn Philip ‘Sousa -pal eee with’ a 
hodcarrier in my Mee Ttts not neces- 
sary.”’

According to Godfrey L. Cabot; a 
member of the C. J. Osborn Company, 
metropolitan newspapers will soon face 
an insufficient evhe s, of ink unless the 
erabargo is speedily modified. The ink 
men contend that the measure might 
properly be retained for carbon black 
shipped in cases, for in this form it is 
largely intended for export. They say, 
however, that the embargo should be 
changed to admit of the transportation 
of carbon black in paper sacks, for in 
this container it is manifestly ‘for use 
only in this country.

OUR PREPAREDNESS LESSON. 

The country has ‘had its first prac- 
tical lesson in the need of prepared- 
ness. One of our border towns in New 
Mexico was attacked before daybreak 
by a band of armed Mexicans. The 
town was supposed to be garrisoned, 
but the sentinels on guard were quick- 
ly silenced, while the marauders killed, 
burned, and pillaged, escaping with 
comparatively small loss. Such ma- 
chine guns as our soldiers possessed 
were found to be out of order. Yet 
there has been a distinct threat of 
danger all along our border for two or 
three years, and we were supposed to 
be prepared to meet it. 

This nation of 100,000,000 people is 
wholly conscious of its own relative 
greatness among the nations of the 
world, but its inhabitants are only be- 
ginning to awake to the necessity of 
providing means to protect it. If the 
advice of Secretary Garrison had not 
been ignored by Congress in 1914 we 
would be in a much better condition 
how to meet the grave emergency 
which has arisen. Bills for the exten- 
sion of our land and sea defenses are 
‘pending in Congress. Presumably the 
intention has been to devote the re- 
mainder of the session to debates upon’ 
them. Both contain debatable matter, 
which should be stricken out. An 
agreement on those bills should be 
reached without further delay and a 
measure for adequate land defense 
placed in the hands of the President. 

Is it necessary further to listen to 
the silly arguments of the pacifists? 
Are we to permit the slaughter of our 
citizens in their own homes? The 
unwise economy of Congress, exerted, 
as it seems, only in the matter of -na- 
tional defense, the apathy of the peo- 
ple, have led tis to the verge of peril. 
We lack soldiers, weapons, and am- 
munition. We must have them. < 

THE COLONEL’S BID.

THE BROWN COMMITTEE’S BILLS. 

Senator Brown’s proposals for the 
aid of the city include some not on 
the Mayor’s minimum program, but 
which have received the Mayor's ap- 
proval. One of them relates to the 
change in the date for the payment of 
taxes. Until five years ago tax- 
payers had ten months’ time for 
meeting the city’s tax bills, and the 
city borrowed money to give them 
that accommodation. There was ob- 
jection to the proposal of the present 
two-date plan of payment, but its 
effect has; been so good that now it 
is proposed still further to reducé the 
time allowed to taxpayers. It is 
proposed to make taxes payabl@ in 
January and July, instead of in May 
and November, and again there is 
opposition. It is said that taxpayérs 
must borrow money to pay taxes in 
order to Save the city interest, since 
twelve. months’ taxes must bé paid 
with eleyen months’ income from the 
real estate, That is not a conclusive 
objection, if true. Taxpayérs ought 
to pay at the date their bills begin, 
and the city ought not to have. to 
borrow in- anticipation of theif pay- 
ments, whatever the private affairs 
of taxpayers. 

By advancing the dates of payment 
a single month in each year the 
change ought to bé ‘almost imper- 
ceptible. Certainly the payment in 
two installments is easier than the 
o14 plan .of paying all at orice, which 
Was then thought inalterable. No 
doubt theré may be inconvVeniénces 
in the relation of thé various tax 
dates of the year if<the collection 
date alone is charigéd. It might be 
well if all tax dates were altered 
relatively to each other. But in any 
casé, oncé the new system is estab- 
lished all such troubles will. dis- 
appear, and there would bé no mére 
thought of reverting to the présént 
plan than there is of fettrhing to 
thé plan which préceded it. Change 
is troublesome, but this change is 
Worth while, évén to the taxpayers 
themseives, for the écoriomies to the 
sity will be reflected in the tax bills.

_of being surrounded, But in this case 
the Germans. attacked the salient 
frontally, hit it on the head, so to 
speak, hoping to crush it fn. That 
is like trying to crush an égg@ by ex: 
erting pressure on ‘one end; less preéss- 
ure would be required to crush it 
from the side. And this was the 
strongest salient that had’ ever been 
created. The attack, or the impact, 
crushed it badly, but did not destroy 
it; and after a weék of frontal assault 
the German strategists began to exert 
pressure from the sides, attacking 
northwest ahd southeast simultaneous- 
ly. They have made headway also 
from these two directions, but ap- 
parently at a steadily diminishing tate 
against an iticreasing power of résist- 
ance—that of af élasti¢-body under 
compression.

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Mexican News — Record 
Steel Orders. 


Specifically and generally the. prospect 
of the United States sending an armed 
force into. Mexico to put an end to the 
activities of the bandits in Northern 
Mexico was accepted yesterday as a 
helpful development from a stock. mar- 
ket point of view. It is easier to un- 
derstand why companies having large 
investments in Mexico should be bene- 
fited by the new turn of af than 
it isto understand why this should be 
taken as helpful to the security market 
as a whole. 

The fact probebly ig that the rest of 
the market was inclined to improve yes- 
terday in spite of, instead of on. account 
That as a whole 
was more likely td cause uncertainty 
than to stimulate buying, although the 
widespread expectation was that the 
movement against Villa would not ‘take 
on any other form than a punitive ex- 
pedition. Whether it will be given some 
other character than that would seem 
to depend in large part upon the present 
or eventual attitude of the Carranza 
Government, and in that regard the be- 
lief prevailed that the First Chief, now 
the recognized head of the Mexican 
Government, would not offer opposition 
to the United States ridding its vorders 
of the murderous activities of Villa and 
his followers. 

Some thought was given ‘to the pos- 
sible bearing of our action toward Mex- 
ico upon other international problems 
with which the country is dealing, but 
there was nothing in the banking dis- 
cussion of the day to indicate that the 
financial commaenity found special rea- 
son for associating this with any other 
international problem. Thé point was 
tuade, however, that if the step now 
being taken, by the United States serves 
to bring lawlessness in Mexico to an 
end it will remove a possible source of 
friction between this country and Euro- 
pean countries whose citizens along with 
their property have been endangered by 
the long course of outrages in Mexico., 

The war news was hardly decisive 
enough to be a pronounced market fac- 
tor, but it was hardly unfavorable in- 
asmuch as the Germans at last seem 
to be making little, if any, progress 
around Verdun. Each day of-such news 
as yesterday’s seems to make the event- 
ual success of the German drive more 
doubtful. 

The outstanding business news of ‘the 
day was the report of the United States 
Steel Corporation’s unfilled orders, 
which showed an increase of over 640,000 
tons during February. This was enough 
to set a new high record in unfilled 
tonnage, which stands now at 8,568,000 
compared witih the previous maximum 
of 8,489,000 on Dec. 31, 1906. It has 
taken close to ten years for the figures 
to overtop that record, but as a matter 
of fact the unfilled business of the 
Steel Corporation, so far as firm orders 
are concerned, have long been ahead of 
those of nine or ten years ago. Much 
business was then being entered on the 
bocks of the corporation which is not 
being entered now—contingent reserva- 
tions rather than actual orders. The 
business now taken for future delivery 
is more substantial and therefore more 
significant of the confidence which is 
felt in the outlook. 

In the present state of industry it is 
impossible to avoid much ordering far 
into. the future, for without orders 
prices cannot be fixed and without the 


tracts for finished products cannot be 
made except at great risk. At the same 
time ordering ahead has its drawbacks, 
and it will be well if all manufacturers 
and traders act with more than usual 
care in placing orders for the future. 
It is not at all because the future seems 
uncertain that this appears to be de- 
sirable, but only because unnecessary 
piling up of orders*puts obstacles in the 
way of the most satisfactory distribution 
of the country’s available productive 
capacity. 


GOOD TONE IN LONDON. 


Mexican News Has Little Effect on 
American Securities. 


LONDON, March 10.—The stock mar- 
ket maintained a good tone today, with 
@ moderate business in war loans, Rus- 
sian bonds, and rubber and oil shares 
at steady prices. The Mexican news ap- 
peared to have little effect in the Amer- 
ican section, where the tendency was 
tirmer. 

The supply of money is ehrinking 
through tax collections. Discount rates 
remain steady. 

The Treasury notification that Treas- 
ury bills are exempt from tax when 
taken by foreigners is expected to con- 
siderably increase the sales of these se- 


surities, and gives rise to the belief in 
some quarters that the next loan will 
not be ued as soon as expected.

of it. At the same time, bankers are 
inclined to believe that an agreement 
along these lines has been reached.

dent Wilson if he can get the nomina- 
tion in the Republican and Progressive 
conventions, which meet in Chicago on 
June ‘7. 

Reports received by Progressive and 
Roosevelt Republican leaders here were 
all to the effect that the Colonei’s state- 
ment had put a new.punch into the 
campaign which has been waged for 
some time by his adherents. They have 
accepted the Colonel’s statement that 
“it would be a mistake to nominate 
me unless the country has in its mood 
something of the heroic”’ as an ofticial 
sanction of their efforts to put him back 
into the White House. 

Whether the Colonel will be able to 
prevent factional fights the primaries 
is another question. Massachusetts 
Republican boosters of Roosevelt, for 
instance, informed the National Pro- 
gressive leaders yesterday that they 
would not abandon their campaign de- 
spite what the. Colonel had said. In 
fact, they held that their position had 
been made much stronger by the Colo- 
nel’s statement and that the movement 

Was too far along to check. 


Sure His Hat is in the Ring. 


These Massachusetts Roosevelt men 
said that they accepted. THE NEW 
York Times view that Roosevelt ‘had 
again tossed his hat-into the ring. They 
held that the Republican combination of 
Weeks, Lodge, Crane, and McCall, 
slated for delegates at large from Mas- 
sachusetts to the Republican convention, 
was too strongly anti-Rooseveit to be 
permitted to go uncontested. 

The Candidates for delegates at large 
there favorable to Roosevelt are Con- 
gressman Gardner, Charles Sumner 
Bird, Grafton Cushing, and State Sen- 
ator Washburn. They took the position 
yesterday, after reading what Roosevelt 
had said, that they were not seeking to 
go to the convention pledged to Roose- 
velt, though the Colonel would be their 
first choice. 

Delegates who want to vote for Roose- 
velt on the first ballot will also run, 
as planned, in each of the districts. A 
conference of these candidates will be 
held in Boston on Monday or Tuesday 
to map out their campaign. At that 
time a statement to the people prob- 
ably will be issued. 

What the political leaders tried to 
figure out yesterday was the number 
of States in which a somewhat similar 
situation would appear. They felt, 
however, that such contests could be 
avoided in many States, especially in 
States where there are favorite sons. 


New York Turns to Hughes. 


In this State the most important de- 
velopment was the obvious effort to 
shape up the situation for the nomina- 
tion of Justice Hughes and to stop the 
Root talk.

Mr. Rose- 
water and his friends believe. that two 
weeks will be sufficient time to swing 
the remaining newspapers irto line. The 
Nebraska State Journal at Lincoln and 
The Hastings Tribune are among the 
newspapers which tdorse Hughes.: The 
Nebraska plan, it is asserted, is merely 
part of a general plan which is to be 
followed throughout the nation if it is 
successful here. The Hughes sentiment, 
it: is said, will, after the initial move 
here, causé a ‘popular uprising ’’ 
throughout the country.

For several minutes the sopho- 
mores, who were grouped about the en- 
trance of the two halls, were heavily 
pelted by the. freshmen, who had -hun- 
dreds of snowballs prepared and .were 
formed in: two. semi-circles. with plenty 
of room for throwing. 

In about five minutes, however, when 
sophomores numbering about 150 had 
collected under the fire of the fresh- 
men; they charged*and the snow battles 
between classes broke up into scores of 
fights between individuals.

WILSON’S NAME ON TICKET.

BOSTON, March 10.—President Wil- 
son, in a telegram today to Secretary 
of State Langtry, authorized the use 
of his name in the Massachusetts Pres- 
idential primaries on April 25. The tele- 
gram was in response to one sent yes- 
terday by Secretary Langtry, calling 
attention to a recent change in the pri- 
mary law which required candidates to 
sanction the use of their names.
